t General George C. Marshall will 
bring to his hew job as Secretary 
of-Defense a high integrity, a fierce 
devotion to duty, and a line talent 
lof*military organization. 


'As our supreme "commander in 


W**ld War 11, he was more than 
any single man, the architect of 


ry. He was the man who saw 


e whole shape of the war and 


gave it- direction and drive. 


For these reasons he is, in the 


military 'field, virtually above re- 
proach. Congress, through the war 
and after, always held him in high- 
cist esteem. No man who 
could 


qualify for the Defense post is less 
likely than Marshall to engender 
heavy criticism. 


Marshall's tenure as Secretary of 
State was of a different order. He 


(/brought to that job the same high 


purpose and energy he had always 
ahgwn as a soldier. Yet some of 
the qualities which stood him in 
good stead as a military man were 
not assets in a diplomatic role. 


-The general displayed a certain 
inflexibility and aloofness 
which 


handicapped him in dealing both 
With other diplomats and with the 
public. 
-.yet, despite .those handicaps, 


.he', recorded such notable achieve- 
Irhents as the i European Recovery 


Plan which bears his name, and the 
basic spadework on the vital North 
Atlantic Pact. 


On the other hand, he made the 


decision to abandon Chiang Kai- 
shek's Nationalist government in 
China on the ground that we would 
have to 'make China a virtual U. S. 
protectorate to save it lor Chiang. 


Nevertheless, neither his move 


no* any weaknesses Marshall may 
j have shown as a diplomat has led 
F anti-administration lorces to cen- 


sure him severely. Out of respect 
lor nis militry stature, Republi- 
cans and others have spared him. 
They have criticized others for the 
vital China decision he made. 


It remains to be seen whether 


Marshall will continue to bear a 
charmed life now that he's back 
in the Truman .fold. Republicans 
have regularly demanded the scalp 
of Secretary of State A'cheson, who 


i is following the line set by Marshall 


in China. It's hard to see how the 
general read into his appointment 
as Defense secretary the taking of 
a, new and firm U. S. stand in 
the Far East. 


But aside from this aspect, the 


general will unquestionably be wel-

Johnson, much more than Ache 


son, had become a political lia- 
bility in an election 
year that 


would focus on the Korean fight- 
ing. The 'choice of Marshall largely 
cancels out that liability, at least 
in so far as strict military affairs 
are concerned.

Tuesday, September 26 voters in 


Hope School District No. 1-A will go 
to the polls to cas} ballots on three 
issues — school bdard members for 
posts No. 1 and 2, 3 year terms, 


proposed 
and for or 
against 
a 


school tax of 25 mills. 


Posts No. 1 and 2 are currently 


held by Royce Weisenberger and 
George Newbern and both are seek- 
ing re-election. 


The proposed 25 mill tax repre- 


sents an increase of 7 mills over 
the present 18 mill tax. The tax in- 
crease is sought to allow the dis- 
trict to float a $300,000 bond issue. 
It is the plan of the school board 
to build two new negro schools and 
a Junior high for whites. 


Passage of the new tax would fur- 


ther the district's expansion pro- 
gram which has seen two new 
grade school buildings erected in 
the past two years. 


Through tthe efforts of school 


officials assessments in the Hope 
district have been increased some 
$1,801,685 since 1946 — this making 
the two grade school Brookwood 
and Garland, possible. Much of this 
increase resulted by the addition of 
Rocky Mound and Fulton to the 
Hope district. The balance through 
efforts of school officials who made 
a concentrated drive getting resi- 
dents of the district to increase as- 
sessments.

Russia Beaten 
in Plan to Halt 
Chinese Probe 


New York Sept. 21 —(IP)— Russia 


was defeated today in an attempt 
to prevent 
consideration by 
the 


U. N. general assembly of Nation- 
alist China's charges that the So- 
viet union aided the Chinese Com- 
munists to power. . 


The assembly's 14-nation steer- 


ing committee defeated the Rus- 
sian move 11 votes to two. 
The 


negative votes were cast by the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia. 
India abstained. N a t i o n a 1 i st 
China's charges against 
Russia 


first were raised at the 1949 as- 
sembly session. 


Russia also was defeated, 12 to 


two, on its efforts to keep the old 
Greek-Balkan question of the as- 
sembly's .agenda. A Russian ^ob- 
jection 
to opening the 
>. Spanish 


question to .assembly debate wal 
not decide immediately. 


Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei 


Y. Vishinsky raised' his objections 
in the steering committee 
which 


proceeded rapidly with-its task of 
working out the agenda for the as 
sembly's filth session. • 


The steering committee 
began 


plotting the assembly's work alter 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
submitted a four -point plan to 
give the assembly military power 
to combat aggression anywhere in 
the world. 


During committee argument on 


Chinan Vishinsky referred to the 
Chinese Nationalists as "Phan- 
toms and ghc^w" 'who have no 
legal 'right to "%e heard as repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese people. 
The Nationalists,' he declared, are 
"ghosts who have been thrown on 
an historic garbage heap." 


Vishinsky said there is an issue 


Of threats against China but only 
because "of the aggressive acts of 
the United States.'* This was a ref- 
erence to President Truman's or- 
der to the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet to 


patrol the strait of Formosa to 
prevent a spread of the Korean 
war throughout the orient. 


John Foster 
Dulles, Acheson's 


Republican adviser, described the 
new Acheson plan as "the mosi 
important proposal for interna- 
tional peace and 5.95 security put 
forth" since the end of World War 
II. It will be Dulle's job to push it 
through the 59-nation assembly. 


The United States 
plan is an 


expansion and 
formalization of 


ideas set forth by Acheson in a 
speech to the assembly 
in 
the 


velvet-draped hall at 
flushing 


meadow park yesterday. 


John 
D. Hickerson, 
assistant 


secretary of state, told newsmen 
that it is a result of the experience 
gained from the war in 
Korea 


and envisions a genuine system 
of international security. 
It would: 
1. Enable the veto-free general 


assembly to meet 
on 24 hours 


notice in case of a breach of the 
peace whenever the security coun- 
cil, which bears "the primary res- 
ponsibility for the maintenance of 
peace and security," 
is 
over 


run by a big-power veto. Although 
Russia is not mentioned by name. 
American spokesmen 
made 
it 


clear the Soviet Union was con- 
sidered the probable obstruction 
in the council. 


2. Set up a roving U. N. com- 


mission to observe developments 
in areas of international 
tension 


and report authoritatively to 
the 


assembly on events there. 


4. Ask member governments to 


set up, within their national armed 
services, units which would be at 
the call of the security council or 
assembly to put down violations of 
the peace. A U. S. spokesman said 
that although the assembly 
only 


had the power to recommend such 
action, he thought a majority of 
nations would agree to put such 
units at its disposal. 


4. Set up a committee to study 


other possible means of action to 
prevent aggression, 


Dulles told reporters the plan 


plugs the loopholes in the 
U. N. 


charter which have led some per- 
sons to denounce the world organiz- 
ation as a mere debating society, 
and will "transmute words i n t o 
deeds."

ence the bill hasn't reached his 
desk, but as soon as it does, he 
will let reporters know his views 
on it.

While he didn't indicate whether 


he would sign or veto it, he pre- 
viously has s h o w n displeasure 
with many of its provisions ane 
had said he would not sign an 
earlier form. 


Senate and house passed 
the 


measure by landslide votes yes- 
terday —' well aware that Presi- 
dent Truman may veto it prompt- 
ly.

and "misrepresentation."

Laborites Win on Steel Vote 
But Margin of Victory Makes 
the New Program Doubtful

Britain's 
Socialist 
government 


has won a doubtful parliamentary 
victory. U narrowly defeated the 
Conservative attempt to compel its 
downfall 
over 
the 
controversi.nl 


steel nationalization program. 


This attack was led by former 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
in best fighting form. It was pre- 
cipatcd by the government's an- 
nouncement that.it would assumd 
control of the country's vital steel 
industry.on January 1. 


Churchill made a motion which 


in effect called for condemnation 
of this program, and Attlee 
an- 


nounced that his government would 
stand or fall on the,vote. 


The significance '. of this 
battle 


lies in the closeness of the result. 
The Socialists won by 
only 
six 


votes — 306 to 300. This represent- 
ed an , all-out effort by both sides, 
and involved routing all members 
of commons out of bed to attend 
the session. 


This means that.the country-also 


is almost equally divided (or was 
at the time of the general election 
last February) over the question 
of steel nationalization. That 
was 


the major issue of -the election, in 
which Attlee sought a mandate 
for his program and got it by a 
hair's breadth. 
' 


Churchill 
naturally 
made the 


most of this almost fifty-fifty divi- 
sion of the country, and accused 
the socialists of using, their slender 
margin to "knock the other half" 
about. As. a matter of fact there 
have been reports that some of 
the 
Socialist 
leaders, 
including 


Attlee himself, haven't 
been 
too 


happy about the opposition to the 
steel program. Socialist doctrina- 
rians, however, have insisted 
on 


going the limit in nationalization, 


Steel nationalisation. in England 


of course .is in a different category 
from other industries, b a r r i n g 
coal. Steel production is the very 
heart of the country's economy in 
normal times, and is doubly 
so 


now that the nation is in the midst 
of the great defense program. 


Naturally this situation brings out 


the most vigorous of the ideological 
arguments pro and con. The Socia- 
lists, reiterate that control of this 
great industry by capitalists is a 
menace to the national 
interests. 


The opposition retorts that, this is 
no time to rempye directors who 
for years' have been running 
the 


steel industry successfully, and re- 
place; them , by giyernment direct- 
ion. "

'In' short, this bitter'-battle' is the 


epitome of the political differences 
between socialism and capitalism. 
Obviously it will have to be ironed

Prime Minister 
Attlee 'presum- 


ably has this in mind, for he is
